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Daugherty Says Fall Forged 
His Name to Telegram to Get 
Secretary of Interior Post 
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Former Attorney-General in Book Also Tells 
of Putting Hoover in Office by Threaten- 
ing to Keep Mellon Out.

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.-—The 
World-Telegram said today that 
former Attorney-General Harry M. 
Daugherty, in his book, “The In- 
side Story of the Harding Trage- 
dy,” accuses Albert B. Fall, former 
Secretary of the Interior, of ob- 
taining his appointment fhrough a 
forged telegram. 

The following quotation from the 
book, which will pe published in 
»} two or three weeks, was printed: 

“A. B. Fall and I could never 
have been chums in any political 
enterprise. I think at the last mo- 
ment President Harding began to 
feel the unspoken antagonism be- 
tween us and hesitated to make the 
appointment, 

“Bull-Headed Fashign.” 

“Fall met-the crisis in his usual 
bull-headed fashion. He sent Har- 
ding an urgent telegram asking his 
immediate appointment and signed 
my name to it without phoning me, 
wiring me or in any way hinting 
his purpose. This message he bold- 
ly charged to A. B. Fall. 

“The appointment was made and 
the mine laid for an explosion about 
to shake the nation.” : 

Daugherty, who collaborated with 
Thomas Dixon, author, in writing 
the book, gives his version of vir- 
tually every scandal that was stirred 
up after Harding’s death and an- 
swers each accusation. 

Daugherty calls Gaston B. Means’ 
book “The Strange Death of rres- 
ident Harding,” a ‘‘colossal hoax” 
and declares a record of all ver- 
sons entering and leaving the 
White House showed Means was 
never there. . 

“Saving the Party.” 

His book states that Char'es 
Evans Hughes once almost slipped 
into one of Harding's congressional! 
messages a paragraph advocating 
America’s entrance into the League 
of Nations. Mrs. Harding spotted 
it, Daugherty says, and in frantic 
haste called the Attorney-General 
from a meeting. of the Ohio So- 
ciety. ik ies ‘< 
Daugherty tells of pencilling in 
a substitute paragraph. He says 
the President refused to make the 
change and he went with Senator 
Weeks to the Capitol expecting 
Harding to end the supremacy of 
the Republicans by a League in- 
dorsement. They were surprised 
and overjoyed when the President 
read Daugherty’s paragraph, and 
they felt the party had been saved. 

“Jess Smith Extra Account.” 

Dixon said the book describes 
how Daugherty took action to pre- 
vent the disclosure of names of im- 
portant firms headed by Democrats 
which had contributed to the Re- 
publican campaign fund. He said 
these contributions were recorded 
in the Jess Smith Extra” account in 
the Midland Bank in Washington. 

The records were destroyed by 
Thomas .W. Miller, then Alien 
Property Custodian, Daugherty 
says, to protect the campaign con- 
tributors and not to conceal the 
transactions. .

Police found no trace of the pis- 
tol with which the gambler was 
shot, but in the right-hand pocket 
of his trousers there was a ioaded 
revolver.

Parents Say They Locked Up Son 
Because They Didn’t Want to 
Pay State Hospital Fee. 

HOLDINGFORD, Minn., Dec. 31. 
—After being locked in a cage in 
his parents’ home the greater part 
dof nearly 10 years, a 34-year-old 
man was removed from his par- 
ents’ custody yesterday, a welfare 
worker disclosed today. 

The man, Alex Litchy, was com- 
mitted. to a State hospital for the 
insane by Judge J. B. Himsl in 
Probate Court. No charges have 
been brought against the parents, 
but the county attorney said he 
was considering such action. 

Mrs. Emma Moynihan, secretary 
of the Stearns County Welfare 
Board, found the man in a cage 
constructed of boards running from 
the basement floor to the ceiling. 
It had no windows, she said, and 
light entered the enclosure only 
when members of the family 
brought meals to its occupant. 

At the Probate Court hearing, 
at which the s@n was adjudged in- 
sane, Mr. and Mrs. Charles Litehy, 
the parents, said he was in the 
State hospital at Fergus Fabs three 
years before they locked him in 
the basement. They placed him in 
the inclosure because they objected 
to paying the State $10 a month 


ter’s edge. The western boundary, 
from which the low, rambling brick 
building is set well back, is fash- 
ionahle Sheridan road, main thor- 
oughfare to Chicago, 15 miles to 
the south. 

The physician in charge is Dr. 
William G. Stearns, an eminent 
specialist in mental and nervous 
diseases.

The dinosaur model, itself, is accepted 
by scientists as a remarkably accurate 
reconstruction of the prehistoric beast. 
Other elements of our exhibit were 
merely atmospheric, and not intended as 
a portrayal of life and conditions of 
120,000,000 or more years ago. The man, 
rocks, foliage and other animals were 
‘presented to complete the dramatic ef- 
fect. 

On the other hand, printed informa- 
tion concerning the dinosaur, which was 
distributed by the store, was obtained 
from scientists of Washington Univer- 
sity and from reliable writings on the 
subject.

The Lou is glad to say farewell to the year 1931, 
one of the blackest in history. The ghastly paradox 
of unemployment in the midst of plenty continued, as 
in 1930, to reproach our civilization. More than 6,- 
000,000 persons, able, willing and in need of work, 
tramped the streets of this country in a futile effort 
to find it. Crime, disease and all the evils attendant 
upon poverty plagued the nation, yet we still have too 
much wheat, too much fron-and steel, too many man- 
ufactured products; in fact, too much of all kinds of 


material wealth. 


While business and industry, listening to the chirp- 


ing of professional optimists, tried hard to ig- 
nore the extent and profundity of the depression dur- 
ing 1930, they were forced to chuck all pretense in 
1931. Despite the pledge to Mr. Hoover made by busi- 
ness leaders after the stock market crash in the fall 
of 1929, that wage scales would be maintained, the 
year saw a general slashing of wages. This policy 
was adopted without apology to the idea, frequently 
expressed in boom times, that high wages, hence mass 
purchasing power, are a necessary corollary to mass 
production. Like wages, dividends, which had held 
up fairly well during 1930, were reduced or omitted 
by wholesale. Prices of common stocks fell pre- 
cipitously toward the levels of 1921 and 1922, some 
individual issues descénding to new all-time lows. 
Many bond issues, considered in 1929 the last word in 
gilt-edged conservative investment, fell below par for 
the first time. Bank failures, crowded bankruptcy 
courts, withdrawals of money for hoarding and all 
the other phenomena of an economic debacle were in 
evidence during the year. 

Two years of drouth, capping a decade of low prices 
for agricultural products, made last winter a particu- 
larly severe one in the rural sections. It became nec- 
essary for the Red Cross to organize a $10,000,000 


relief campaign, and the money was raised only after). 


more than a month of urgent solicitation instead of 
the scheduled two weeks. A proposal that the Gov- 
ernment contribute public funds to the Red Cross 
was strongly opposed by Mr. Hoover and led to a 
prolonged controversy between the President and 
Congress. However, Congress passed and the Presi- 
dent approved a $45,000,000 appropriation for agri- 
cultural relief, the money to be lent to the farmers 
for purchase of. seed, feed and fertilizer. (Over Mr. 
Hoover’s veto, Congress also passed a bill raising 
the loan limit on adjusted compensation certificates 
to 50 per cent of their face value. During the year, 
ex-soldiers borrowed more than a billion dollars on 
their certificates.) An ideal crop season in 1931 for- 
tunately has provided the rural sections with huge 
quantities of foodstuffs to tide them over the present 
winter. , 

For the entire first half of the year, the general 
attitude, both of the administration and business lead- 
ers, was one of aimless drifting. Then the financial 
storm in Europe broke, the books of the Federal Gov- 
ernment showed a deficit of more than $900,000,000 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, security prices 
continued downward, large industry showed decreased 
output and decreased or no profits, no improvement 
was discernible in unemployment—and winter was 
just ahead. There began a season of hectic activity, 
which, nowever, has been scattered in its objectives 
and largely ineffective in its accomplishments. 

Still adhering to his belief that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should not be called upon directly to assist 
private and local charity, Mr. Hoover appointed his 
commission on unemployment relief. 
sharply limited to the encouragement and “co-ordi- 
nation” of local and private relief. It acted as a 
kind of whoop-it-up bandwagon, addressing appeals 
by advertisements and radio to give and give, unti] 
it hurts In October, Mr. Hoover, spurred by bank 
failures throughout the country, caused to be formed 
a $500,000,000 private fund to be administered by the 
National Credit Corporation. Its purpose was to 
thaw out frozen assets and to make more quickly 
available to depositors the money tied up iin closed 
banks. Very little money has been lent by the cor- 
poration to date, and most of the frozen assets re- 
main frozen. 

Hope that the President would have a far-reaching 
program to present to Congress when it convened 
early this month was shattered when his message 
appeared. One of his proposals which sounded prom- 
ising, a reconstruction corporation on the lines of the 
old War Finance Corporation, now seems to be de- 
signed chiefly to aid the railroads. The latter found 
1931 to be the worst year in their history. They were 
forced to take the unpopular step of requesting and 
receiving an increase in freight rates during the year, 
and to begin preliminary negotiations looking toward 
a wage decrease. Admittedly, the railroads, plagued 
by new forms of transportation, are in a bad way, but 
they are only a phase in the generally bleak picture. 
Mr. Hoover’s message was sharply criticised by the 
press and by members of Congress as being inade- 
quate to meet the country’s needs. 

The November elections resulted in the capture by 
the Democrats of the House of Representatives. In 
nearly every contest in the off-year, the issue was 
Mr. Hoover's administration and, as in November, 
1930, the voters rolled up large protest votes. In the 
Eighth Michigan District, a Democrat was sent to 
Congress for the first time since 1898. Political 
commentators pointed to the similarity between the 
Democratic victory of 1910, following the enactment 
of the Payne-Aldrich tariff law, and the Democratic 
victories of 1930 and 1931, following enactment of the 
Hawley-Smoot law. | 

While the year was not productive of many tangi- 
ble acts looking to recovery and the avoidance of fu- 
ture depressions, it saw a tremendous impetus to 
thought on economic cofditions. The cauldron of dis- 
cussion boiled and bubbled. In newspapers, magazines 
and books, on the radio, at dinner tables and public 
forums, the subject of the depression, its cause and 
cure, held sway. The United States Chamber of 
Commerce and the American Federation of Labor 
formulated programs, while economists Mke Stuart 
Chase, leading industrialists like Gerard Swope, edu- 
cators like John Dewey and Robert 8. Brookings, 
lawyers like Samuel Untermyer and many others, 
made interesting and valuable suggestions. It was a 
year of unprecedented mental activity in a country 
no longer fat and sluggish with a sickly prosperity. 

The world still struggled throughout 1931 in the 
gloomy shadow of the war, whose effects, both 
litical and economic, continued to bedevil the na- 
tfons. Only a few glimmers of light relieved the som- 
ber international scene, but there were hopes of 
brighter days ahead, though it was realized bitter 
struggles probably would be necessary to bring them.

If it 
marks the beginning of rationalizing the war’s cost, 
th . it will prove an epochal event in the post-war 
era. 

The reparations conference scheduled for next 
month should have significant bearing on this piece 
of 1931’s upfinished business. Likewise, the histori- 
an of the future will interpret the dying year’s arma- 
ment conditions in the light of the Geneva confer- 
ence, scheduled for February. France did not relax 
her demand for security before disarmament, and it 
was reiterated by Premier Laval on his visit to 
Washington. It became ‘more and more apparent 


that this would be the tough nut of the Geneva con- 


ference, which is to meet in an atmosphere of jeal- 
ousies, fears and hatreds little mitigated by the.year’s 
armament truce proclaimed Nov. 1. Individuals and 
societies continued to work for peace, and the achieve- 
ments of two veterans in this field were honored 
by award of the Nobel prize to Jane Addams and Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler. Another Nobel prize came 
to this country in the award to Sinclair Lewis for 
literature. \ fate. 

In tariffs, the third angle of the post-war problems, 
there was no progress. Increases, not decreases, were 
the rule, largely'in reprisal for our own Hawley-Smoot 
monstrosity. England left the ranks of free-trade 
nations to add another tariff wall to those already 
complicating the world’s economic recovery. The 
World Court’s veto of the Austro-German tariff union 
was in line with current tendencies, but distinctly a 


For Great Britain, it was a somber year. Her experi- 
ences included a rise in unemployment, a shrinkage 
in trade, a budget crisis, a Labor party split follow- 
ing the Cabinet’s fall, election of a coalition govern- 
ment, a naval mutiny, failure of the India confer- 
ence and fall of the pound from the gold standard. 
For Spain, it was a golden year. After generations of 
discontent, she overthrew the Bourbon monarchy, 
adopted a most advanced constitution and, for eight 
months at least, surmounted the problems that face 
a young democracy. China was plunged to the depths 
with civil war, disastrous floods and, finally, the 
Manchurian crisis. This held the center of the 
world stage in the year’s final quarter, with Japan 
insisting on treaty rights and China protesting the 
violation of her territory. It was a severe test for 
the League of Nations and the Kellogg: pact, and the 
end is not yet. 

A notable and significant sign during the year was 
a change in the attitude of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Theretofore,, Justices Holmes and 
Brandeis, sometimes joined by Stone, had constituted 
a minority in the court, ‘reflecting liberal views, as 
against a conservative majority. This year, following 
the appointment of Mr. Hughes to the chief justice- 
ship, the old minority, joined by Justices Hughes and 
Roberts, became a new liberal majority in a number 
of important cases. 

Shortly after the first of the year, the prohibition 
report of the Wickersham Commission, long awaited, 
was issued. It was an exceedingly complex docu- 
ment and gave rise to a new English verb, “to Wick- 
ersham,” which may be translated, ‘“‘to confuse the 
issue.” However, a study of the views of individual 
members showed that two of them favored outright 
repeal and a majority were in favor of modification. 
The findings of fact. attached to the report corrobo- 
rated nearly everything the worst enemies of prohi- 
bition have said about the conditions it has caused 
in the country. Both wets and drys hailed the re- 
port as a victory, with the former having the better 


Death, the proverb says, loves a shining mark, and 
so it was in 1931. Its toll included Thomas Edison, 
Dwight Morrow, Sir Thomas Lipton, Nicholas Long- 
worth and Knute Rockne. Another mortality was 
the passing of the New York World, a ‘Rewspaper 
which made journalistic history. 

Aviation had some notable successes in 1931, with 
flights rivaling those which in 1927 made the term 
“air-conscious” applicable to the world. Post and 
Gatty circled the globe in eight days. Pangborn and 
Herndon failed to break their record, but triumphed 
with the first nonstop flight across the Pacific. 
Boardman and Polando flew from New York to Istan- 
bul; Magyar and Endres flew to Hungary; Hillig and 
Hoiriis reached Denmark. St. Louis’ Jimmie Doo 
little broke the transcontinental speed record by his 
flight from Burbank, Cal., to Newark, N. J., and won 
the national air derby the same day. Col. and Mrs. 
Lindbergh blazed a trail in their flight to Japan. 

Missouri in 1931 took a long forward step in the 
passage of the new tax law, providing an additional 
$6,000,000 in revenue, $5,000,000 for education and 
$1,000,000 for its beggared penal and eleemosynary 
institutions. The State gained a new highway patrol, 
consisting of 125 officers and men, to safeguard its 
great system of highways.

T cts of millions of all nations to our 

shores in the past century, has not been 
a dream of merely material plenty, though 
that hus doubtless counted heavily. It has 
been much more than that. It has been 
a dream of being able to grow to fullest de- 
velopment as man and woman, unham- 
pered by the barriers which have slowly 
been erected ih older civilizations, unre- 
pressed by social orders which had devel- 
oped for the benefit of classes rather than 
for the simple human being of any ahd every 
class. And that dream has been realized 


more fully in actual life here than any-. 


where else, though very imperfectly even 
among ourselves. What of the future? 

From the material standpoint, it is prob- 
able that the extreme depression will pass 
in a year\or two, barring social and politi- 
cal overturn in some countries, which might 
delay recovery. But whether, in the next 
decade, we shall have again to face a furi- 
ous economic pace or whether we shall be 
confronted by a marked slowing down of 
our economic machine, the chief factor in 
how we shall meet either situation is that 
of the American mind. 

We no longer have the frontier to divert 
us or to absorb our energies. We_ shall 
steadily become a more densely populated 
country in which our social ideals will have 
to be such as to give us civilized content- 
ment. To clear the muddle in which our 


education is at present, we shall obviously - 


have to define our values. Unless we can 
agree on what the values in life are, we 
clearly can. have no goal in education, and 
if we have’no goal, the discussion of meth- 
ods is =" futile.

In this respect, as in many others, the 
great business leaders are likely to lead us 
astray rather than to guide us. For ex- 
ample, as promulgated by them, there is 
danger in the present popular theory of the 
high wage scale. The danger lies in the 


- fact that the theory is advanced, not for the 


purpose of creating a better type of man by 
increasing his leisure and the opportunity . 
for making a wise use of it, but for the 
sole and avowed purpose of increasing his 
power as a ‘‘consumer.” 
goaded by every possible method of pres- 
sure or cajolery to spend his wages in con- 
suming goods. He is warned that if he does 
not consume to the limit, instead of indulg- 
ing in pleasures which do not cost money, 
he may be deprived not only of the high 
wages but of any at all. 
of us, thus appears to be getting into a 
treadmill in which he earns, not that he 
may enjoy, but that he may spend, in order 
that the owners of the factories may grow 
richer. 

Our democracy cannot attempt to curb, 
guide or control the great business inter- 
ests and powers unléss we have clear no- 
tions as to the purpose in mind: when we try 
to do so. If we are to regard man merely 
as a producer and consumer, then the more 
ruthjessly efficient business is, the better, | 
Many of the goods consumed doubtless 
make man healthier, happier and better, 
even On ‘the basis of a high scale of human 
values, But if we think of him as a human

consumer, then we have to consider what 
values are best or most satisfying for him 
We can attempt to reg- 
ulate business for him not as a consumer 
but as a man, with many needs and de- 
sires with which he has nothing to do as a 
consumer. Our point of view will shift from 
efficiency and statistics to human nature. 
We shall not create a high wage scale in 
order that the receiver will consume more, 
but that he may, in one way or another, 
live more abundantly, whether by enjoying 
those things which are factory-produced or 
those which are not. The points of view 


are entirely different, socially and eco- 


nomically. 


* * * 


If the American dream is to come true 
and to abide with us, it will, at bottom, de- 
pend upon the people themselves. If we 
are to achieve a richer and fuller life for 
all, they have got to know what such an 
achievement implies. In a modern indus- 


- trial state, an economic base is essential for 


all. We point with pride to our “national 
income,” but the nation is only an aggre- 
gate of individual men and women, and 
when we turn from the single figure of 
total income to the incomes of individuals, 
we find a very marked injustice in its dis- 
tribution, There is no reason why wealth, 
which igs a social product, should not be 
more equitably controlled and distributed 
in the interests of society. But, unless we 
settle on the values of life, we are likely 
to attack in a wrong direction and burn 
the barn to find our penny in the hay. 
Above and beyond the mere economic 
base, the need for a scale of values be- 
comes yet greater. If we are entering on a 


- period in which, not only in industry but 


in other departments of life, the mass is go- 
ing to count for more and the individual 
for less, and if each and all are to enjoy 
a richer and fuller life, the level of the 
mass hag got to rise appreciably above what 
it is at present. It must rise to a higher 
level of communal life or drag that life 
down to its own, in political leadership, and 


‘in the arts and letters. There is no use in 


accusing America of being a “Babbitt 
Warren.” The top and bottom are spiritual- 


ly and intellectually nearer in America than 


in most countries, but there are plenty of * 
Babbitts everywhere. “Main Street” is the 


longest in the world, for it encircles the ;

Adolf Hitler told his National So-

But he again proclaimed the le- 
gality_of his methods. 


The “Nazi” chieftain said 
party had risen prodigiously in | 
1931 and now is the largest in 
Germany, with a roster exceeding 
$00,000. He also claimed for it 
the adherence of more than 135,- 
009,000 Germans. 

He charged Catholics and the 


middle-class with being the tools 
" and the cause of 
all the Fatherland'’s misfortunes. 

“The world faces decisive events 
such as occur only once in a thou- 
sand years,” he said. 

Shaking Foundations. 

The Bourgeoisie, he said, did not 
yet realize bolshevism owas 
shaking the foundations of a cul- 
ture 1000 years old. Victory for 
bolshevism, he added, would mean 
the end of all, including religion, 
and a relapse te barbarism. 

“If our .movement were wiped 
out today.” he said, “Germany 
would be bolshevist tomorrow. 

“Fate itself demands straight 
fronts. The Biblical prediction ex- 
onerating the hot or cold, but dam- 
ning the lukewarm to be spewed 

at, is about to be fulfilled in the 
esata The middle parties 
will be smashed to a pulp.”
